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EDWARD  GARFIELD  (1575-1672),  OF  WATERTOWN,  MASS.

Edward  Garfield  (1575-1G72),  of  Water- 
town,  Massachusetts,  was  the  progenitor 
of  the  Garfield  families  of  America,  and 
the  ancestor  of  James  A.  Garfield,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States.  He  was  also 
an  ancestor  of  Brigham  Young.  He  was 
noteworthy  for  the  great  age  which  he 
attained,  and  the  remarkable  personal 
and  public  activities  in  which  he  engaged 
when  far  advanced  in  years. 

In  the  published  genealogical  literature 
concerning  him  a  number  of  vague  tradi¬ 
tions  and  loose  presumptions  have  come 
to  be  stated  as  po  itive  facts,  without 
sufficient  basis;  and  some  far-fetched  as¬ 
sumptions  have  been  made  which  I  believe 
to  be  unfounded  and  erroneous.  It  is  not 
fitting  that  the  accounts  concerning  such 
an  important  genealogical  figure  should 
be  clouded  by  errors  or  unproved  assump¬ 
tions.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  contribu¬ 
tion  and  critique  to  call  attention  to  the 
questionable  statements  which  have  been 
published,  and  to  present  what  are  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  authentic  data  relating  to 
the  early  Garfield  genealogy  exactly  as 
shown  in  the  records. 

The  antecedents,  origin,  and  early  his¬ 
tory  of  Edward  Garfield  prior  to  his 
coming  to  America  are  entirely  unknown; 
and  his  English  derivation  has  not  been 
discovered.  There  were  traditions  in  the 
family  that  they  came  originally  from 
Wales,  or  from  the  neighborhood  of  Ches¬ 
ter,  England,  which  is  near  the  northern 
boundary  of  Wales.  It  has  been  sug¬ 
gested,  with  little  probability,  that,  they 
were  connected  with  the  old  family  of  the 
ruined  Gaerfili  (or  Caerphilly)  Castle,  in 
the  south  of  Wales.  Senator  Hoar  pre¬ 
sumed  that  Edward  Garfield  “probably 
came  over  with  Winthrop”  in  1630;  but 


I  can  find  no  authority  or  confirmation  for 
this.  These  vague  traditions  and  pre¬ 
sumptions  have  become  statements  of 
positive  fact  in  Virkus  that  he  “came 
from  Wales  with  Gov.  Winthrop  1630,” 
and  in  Cutter  that  he  “came  from  Ches¬ 
ter,  England.” 

Phillimore,  the  English  genealogist,  as 
the  outcome  of  an  exhaustive  research 
found  abundant  records  of  some  sixteenth- 
century  Garfield  families  in  Warwick¬ 
shire  and  Northamptonshire  in  the  vicini¬ 
ty  of  Rugby,  England.  Edward  may  well 
have  been  derived  from  this  family,  but 
no  record  was  found  connecting  him  with 
them.  Brownell  in  his  compilation  and 
publication  of  the  manuscripts  of  Doctor 
Charles  E.  Banks  states  positively  that 
Edward  Garfield  of  Watertown  came  from 
Kilsby,  Northamptonshire.  The  authori¬ 
ty  for  this  statement  cited  by  him  was 
Phillimore’s  contribution;  yet  the  latter 
made  no  such  assertion,  and  was  definite¬ 
ly  unable  to  locate  the  American  Edward 
in  the  English  families.  (The  reference 
printed  by  Brownell,  “27/253,”  is  errone¬ 
ous,  as  it  is  volume  37  of  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register 
which  contains  the  data  in  question.) 

It  is  thus  obvious  that  nothing  what¬ 
ever  is  definitely  known  concerning  the 
English  orig:n  of  Edward  Garfield. 

On  account  of  the  great  and  unusual 
ages  involved,  it  was  assumed  by  Bond 
and  Savage,  whose  statements  as  to  the 
genealogy  of  this  family  have  been  large¬ 
ly  followed,  that  there  were  two  Edwards, 
father  and  son,  to  the  younger  of  whom 
pertained  the  records  of  children  born  and 
offices  held.  For  reasons  discussed  below 
I  question  th:s  assumption  as  an  unwar¬ 
ranted  hypothesis  and  interpolation,  and 
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the  genealogical  record  is  here  presented 
on  the  basis  of  there  having  been  but  one 
Edward. 

In  the  early  records  the  surname  was 
frequently  spelled  Gear 'field,  or  some  vari¬ 
ant  thereof;  also  occasionally  Gaffield,  etc. 

The  span  of  the  life  of  Edward  Garfield 
is  shown  by  the  following  clear  record  of 
his  death  in  the  Watertown  records  for 
the  year  1672: 

“edward  Gearffi'.d  dyed  the  14  of  June 
aged  abought  97” 

From  this  the  date  of  his  birth  may  be 
taken  as  about  the  year  1575. 

He  must  have  been  from  55  to  60  years 
of  age  when  he  came  to  America.  He 
first  appears  in  (he  New  England  records 
as  having  been  made  a  freeman  on  May  6, 
1635,  by  the  General  Court  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  He  was  one  of  the  earnest 
proprietors  of  the  town  of  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  and  lived  there  for  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  He  was  in  the  lists 
of  original  grantees  of  land  in  (hat  town 
dated  July  25,  1636,  30  acres;  February 
28,  1636/7,  7  acres;  and  June  26,  1637,  5 
acres.  L;sts  and  descriptions  of  his  land 
holdings  in  the  town  were  given  in  the 
first  three  “land  inventories.”  of  da'e 
16—,  1644,  and  before  1647.  Eight  later 
deeds  for  purchases  of  tracts  of  land  in 
Watertown,  totalling  100  acres,  are  shown 
in  the  records  from  1651  lo  1C62. 

The  wife  of  Edward  Garfield  as  first 
shown  in  the  Watertown  records  was' 
Rebecca  — — ;  she  was  born  about  1606; 
she  is  definitely  shown  in  tho-e  records  as 
having  been  the  mother  of  Joseph,  Rebec¬ 
ca,  Benjamin,  and  Abigail,  born  1637- 
1646;  and  she  died  in  Watertown  April 
16,  1661,  aged  55. 

Only  a  few  months  later,  on  September 
1,  1661,  he  was  married  again,  to  Johanah 
Buckmaster  or  Buckminster,  widow  of 
Thomas,  of  Brookline.  At  this  time  Ed¬ 
ward  Garfield  was  86  years  of  age. 

The  known  children  of  Edward  Garfield 
were  as  follows: 

(1)  Samuel;  known  as  son  of  Edward 
from  the  latter’s  will;  as  he  was  a 
land  owner  before  1644  and  had  a 
child  born  at  least  as  early  as  1616, 
he  could  hardly  have  been  born  much 
if  any  later  than  1625,  and  was  there¬ 
fore  considerably  older  than  the  fol¬ 


lowing  children ;  see  further  par¬ 
ticulars  below. 

(2)  Joseph;  recorded  a.s  son  of  Edward 
and  Rebecca  Garfield,  born  in  Water- 
town  September  11,  1637;  married 
Sarah  Gale  April  3,  1663;  had  chil¬ 
dren  1G64-1688;  served  in  King 
Philip’s  War;  died  August  14,  1691. 

(3)  Rebecca;  daughter  of  Edward  and 
Rebecca,  born  in  Watertown  March 
10,  1640/1;  married  Isaac  Mixer  or 
Mixter  January  10,  1660/1;  had  chil¬ 
dren  1662-1680;  died  March  16, 
1632/3.  One  of  her  descendants  was 
Brigham  Young. 

(4)  Benjamin;  born  about  1643;  mar- 
lied,  first,  Mehitabel  Hawkins,  who 
died  December  9,  1675,  and,  'second, 
on  January  17,  1677/8,  Elizabeth 
Bridge;  had  children  born  1674-1695; 
ancestor  of  President  Garfield.  He 
was  a  very  prominent  and  active  citi¬ 
zen  of  Watertown,  serving  repeatedly 
in  local  offices  and  a.s  representative 
to  the  General  Court;  also  a  military 
officer, — “Captain.”  He  died  Novem¬ 
ber  28,  1717. 

(5)  Abigail;  born  June  29,  1646;  mar¬ 
ried  John  Parkhurst;  had  children 
born  1672-1690;  died  October  18, 
1726. 

A.s  there  was  such  a  gap  between 
Samuel  and  the  later  children,  and  as  Ed¬ 
ward’s  wife  Rebecca  (born  1C06)  would 
have  been  ra'her  (although  not  impossi¬ 
bly)  too  young  to  have  borne  Samuel  by 
1625,  it  is  possible  that  Edward  Garfield 
in  his  earlier  life  in  England  may  have 
had  a  wife  and  family  before  Rebecca,  or 
even  before  she  reached  maturity;  she 
was  thirty-one  years  younger  than  lie. 
There  is,  however,  no  record  of  this. 

Edward  Garfield  served  at  selectman 
for  Watertown  for  1638,  1655,  and  1662; 
and  a.s  constable  for  1661.  A  remarkable 
feature  in  his  life  was  the  continuance 
and  even  increase  of  his  activities  after 
he  attained  great  age,  extending  fully  to 
his  87th  year.  He  was  71  years  old  when 
his  youngest  child  was  born.  Tbe  period 
from  his  76th  to  his  87th  year  seems  to 
have  been  one  of  prosperity,  as  the  coun¬ 
ty  rec  n  ds  show  eight  purchases  by  him 
from  1651  to  1662  of  tracts  of  land  in 
Watertown.  For  a  number  of  year-  after 
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1654  (age  80  to  87)  he  seems  to  have  had 
an  (■[ccess  of  civic  activity,  as  he  was 
elected  to  local  ollices  three  times,  and  his 
name  appears  .  frequently  in  the  town 
records;  prior  to  1654  his  name  appeared 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  town  authorities 
only  once, — when  he  was  chosen  as  a  se¬ 
lectman  for  1638. 

The  items  in  the  town  records  concern¬ 
ing  him  are  as  follows: 

December  30,  1637,  he  was  chosen  a 
selectman  for  1638.  December  4,'  1651, 
chosen  selectman  for  1655.  November  20, 
1655,  the  meeting  of  the  selectmen  was 
held  at  “Brother”  Garfield’s  house.  In 

1655  he  was  credited  with  a  sum  of  £1-7-6 
due  him,  apparently  for  services  as  select¬ 
man.  In  a  town  account  December  15, 
1657,  ‘‘Ould”  Garfield  was  cred.tod  wi  ll 
the  sum  of  4  shillings  due  for  “keeping 
of  the  order  of  hogs.”  In  a  similar  ac¬ 
count  of  January  8,  1660/1,  Edward  Gar¬ 
field  was  again  credited  with  the  amount 
of  4  sh  Rings  due  him.  On  November  12, 
1660,  “Ould  ’  Garfield  was  chosen  to  be  a 
constable  (or  tax  collector)  for  1661;  that 
this  aged  Garfield  was  Edward  is  shown 
by  references  November  6,  1661,  and 
December  20,  1663,  to  his  accounts  as 
constable  under  the  explicit  name  Edward 
Garfield.  .  He  was  again  chosen  selectman 
for  1662. 

In  1661,  when  he  was  86  years  old,  his 
wife  Rebecca  died,  and  a  few  months 
later  he  married  aga’n. 

When  he  was  00  he  appears  to  have 
fallen  from  grace,  a;  the  town  records 
show  that  on  May  23,  1665,  “Goody  gear- 
ffeild  senior”  and  others  were  cited  to 
appear  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  select¬ 
men  “to  answer  for  not  attendinge  ther 
seates  in  the  meet inghous  apoynted  them 
by  the  Towne.”  In  connection  with  the 
bounds  for  a  herd  of  cows  Edward  Gar¬ 
field’s  place  was  ment'oned  January  26, 
1660/70;  the  same  place  wa=  referred  to 
February  25,  1680/1,  as  “Father”  Gar¬ 
field’s.  The  town  proceedings  for  March 
4,  1684/5,  mention  the  “lott  which  owld 
father  garfilds  howse  stood  vppon.”  The 
last  two  entries  were  made  years  after 
his  death. 

After  he  passed  the  age  of  90  years 
there  are  no  notations  of  his  activities  in 
the  records  until  at  the  very  end  of  his 


long  life,  about  one  month  before  his 
death,  the  proceedings  of  the  General 
Court  of  Massachuset's,  for  May  16,  1672, 
give  the  record  of  a  judgment  rendered  on 
a  petition  of  Edward  Garfeild  and  Johan¬ 
na  Garfeild  his  wife. 

Edward  Garfield  died  in  Watertown 
June  14,  1672,  aged  about  97  years.  In 
his  will,  dated  December  30,  1668,  pro- 
ba  ed  July  11,  1672  (published  in  full  by 
Porter),  bequests  were  left  to  his  son 
Samuel,  his  son  Joseph,  his  daughter 
Rebecca  Mixter,  his  daughter  Abigail,  his 
son  Benjam'n ;  his  grandchildren  Sara 
Parkhur  t,  Sara  Garfield,  and  Ephraim 
Garfield;  and  his  wife.  Benjamin  Gar¬ 
field  was  appointed  executor.  The  inven¬ 
tory  of  the  estate  (real  estate)  amounted 
to  £457-3-6,  a  considerable  property  for 
that  time. 

The  first  pronouncement  on  the  early 
Garfie'd  genealogy  was  g’ven  by  Bond  in 
his  Wat'>r‘own  Genealogies,  1855  and 
I860.  Without  any  explanation,  he  made 
the  bald  and  unqualified  statement  that 
there  were  two  Edwards,  father  and  sen, 
the  son  being  the  ore  referred  to  in  the 
local  record-  from  1635  on.  lie  strange¬ 
ly  stated  that  the  senior  and  junior  Ed- 
wards  both  died  un  the  same  dafe,  June 
11,  1672.  Savage  (1869),  although  ques- 
t'ening  the  death  dales,  accepts  the  two 
Edwards,  on  'he  ground  of  “the  age  of 
the  elder  forbidding  the  likelihood  of  bis 
being  father  of  the  children.”  Following 
the  authority  anti  statements  of  Bond  and 
Savage,  Die  pub'ished  accounts  of  the 
early  lv-tory  of  the  Garfield  family  have 
generaPy  included  tho  Edward,  Junior, 
z'tbough  not  always  with  complete  confi¬ 
dence,  and  e.xnlr  itly  questioned  by  Porter. 

In  spi'e  of  the  unusual  and  unlikely 
circumstances,  I  believe  that  the  surnvse 
that  there  was  a  junior  Edward  Garfield 
was  entirely  hypothetical  and  has  no  con- 
lirma  ion  in  the  records. 

The  distinctive  appel’atons  of  Senior 
and  Junior,  which  in  those  days  were 
commonly  and  carefully  used,  appear  no¬ 
where  in  t lie  records  in  connection  with 
the  full  name  Edward  Garfield.  The 
ment'on  of  Goodman  Garfield  Senior  in 
1665  is  the  only  place  in  the  records 
where  the  designation  “Senior”  was  used; 
as  no  forename  was  given  this  does  not 
prove  that  there  was  an  Edward  senior 
and  junior,  but  seemingly  intends  to  refer 
to  Edward  Garfield  as  an  aged  man  and 
the  senior  of  all  the  Garticlds.  Nowhere 
does  tlie  designation  Edward  Junior  ap¬ 
pear  in  the  records. 

Samuel  Garfield,  whom  Bond  seemed  to 
find  difficulty  in  locating,  was,  as  shown 
by  the  time  of  his  marriage,  and  the 
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wording:  of  his  father’s  will,  considerably 
older  than  the  other  four  children  and 
heirs  specified  therein.  The  father  Ed¬ 
ward  Garfield  was  therefore  somewhat 
along1  in  years  at  the  time  of  the  birth  of 
his  younge;t  children.  If  there  were  two 
Edwards,  the  one  frequently  referred  to 
in  the  town  records  as  “Old”  would  have 
been  the  elder  one.  It  is  clear  that  the 
Edward  Garfield  who  was  constable  in 
1GG1  was  ihe  “Old”  Garfield;  and  if  he 
then  held  that  office,  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  he  was  capable  of  holding 
other  town  office;  about  the  same  time. 

The  records  therefore  do  not  afford  the 
slightest  indication  or  proof  that  there 
was  an  Edward  Garfield,  Jun’or;  nor  do 
the  physiologic  and  psychologic  factors 
necessarily  require  the  assumption  that 
there  was  one.  He  appears  to  me  to  have 
been  a  hypothetical  and  fictitious  inter- 
polat’on  that  has  beclouded  the  published 
genealogies  of  the  family. 

Edward  Garfield  seems  to  have  been  a 
rather  remarkable  person,  and  his  story, 
so  far  as  it  can  be  reconstructed  from  the 
records,  is  interesting  in  itself.  This  vig¬ 
orous  and  virile  man  lived  two  lives, — one 
fair  lifetime  in  England,  of  which  we 
know  nothing,  for  fifty-five  to  sixty  years; 
at  which  age  he  was  not  daunted  from 
undertaking  the  perilous  and  uncertain 
venture  of  starting  life  over  again  in  a 
new  and  wild  land,  where  he  passed  an¬ 
other  lifetime  nearly  as  long,  raised  a 
family,  and  prospered.  His  powers  and 
faculties  continued  to  the  end  of  an  ex¬ 
tremely  long;  life,  not  only  unabated  but 
even  augmented  in  greatly  advanced  age. 
Indeed,  his  activities  and  achievements 
seem  to  have  been  greater  after  he  passed 
seventy-five  years  of  age  than  previously. 
The  repeated  references  to  him  in  the 
records,  even  long  after  his  death,  as 
“Old”  Garfield  and  “Father”  Garfield  indi¬ 
cate  that  his  townspeople  must  have  been 
much  impressed  by  the  great  age  and 
activity  of  the  old  patriarch.  It  was  a 
good  stock  which  he  contributed  to  the 
planting  of  America.  He  and  his  de¬ 
scendants,  in  their  various  stations  in 
life,  did  their  parts  in  opening  the  wilder¬ 
ness,  settling  the  country,  doing  military 
service,  and  carrying  on  those  industrial 
and  civic  activities  that  developed  and 
maintained  American  institutions  and 
civilization.  The  story  that  those  genera¬ 
tions  have  unrolled  is  the  epic  of  America. 
This  was  the  typical  American  stock 
which  produced  President  Garfield; 
through  those  ancestral  generations  was 


engendered  and  cultivated  a  spirit  and  a 
force  which  culminated  brilliantly  in  his 
career. 

SAMUEL  GARFIELD  (  -1G84) 

As  the  readily  available  data  concern¬ 
ing  Samuel  Garfield,  the  oldest  known 
child  of  Edward  Garfield,  were  strangely 
missed  or  mixed  up  by  Bond  and  Savage, 
the  following  information  is  presented 
from  the  records: 

As  Samuel  Garfield  was  a  landowner 
before  1644  and  had  a  child  born  at  least 
as  early  as  1646,  he  could  hardly  have 
been  born  much  if  any  later  than  1625; 
and  he  was  therefore  doubtless  born  in 
England.  Whether  the  Rebecca  of  the 
Watertown  records  vras  hi^  mother  can 
not  be  stated.  1  (Hn2l 

He  was  an  early  proprietor  of  Water- 
town,  Massachusetts,  and  lived  there  for 
the  remainder  of  his  life.  Lists  and  de¬ 
scriptions  of  his  land  possessions  in 
Watertown  are  given  in  the  first  and  third 
land  inventories  of  the  town,  dating  be¬ 
tween  1637  and  1647.  No  deeds  in  his 
name  are  recorded  in  the  Middlesex  Coun¬ 
ty  records.  By  his  father’s  will  in  1688 
he  was  bequeathed  40  acres  of  land,  the 
sum  of  £10,  and  some  effects;  no  more, 
“because  he  marieng  many  years  ago  I 
have  formerly  given  him  both  land  and 
other  estate.” 

The  town  records  contain  only  a  few 
references  to  him,  as  follows:  On  Febru¬ 
ary  12,  1655/6,  he  was  fined  for  unlaw- 
fu'ly  felling  some  trees.  On  April  8, 
1661,  he  was  warned  “to  returne  the  child 
to  Cambridge:  that  he  tooke  from  thence 
to  nursse.”  On  October  21,  1679,  he  was 
allowed  one  shilling  for  a  fox. 

His  first  wife  was  Susan  — — ;  she  was 
buried  May  10,  1652. 

He  married,  second,  Mary  Benfield,  on 
September  28,  1652;  of  her  or’gin  and 
antecedents  no  trace  has  been  found. 

Samuel  Garfield  had  the  following  ch:l- 
dren,  the  first  three  by  his  first  wife 
Susan,  the  remainder  by  his  second  wife 
Mary,  all  born  in  Watertown: 

■  Samuel;  apprenticed  to  John  Flemming 

November  1,  1653;  later  lived  up¬ 
wards  of  twenty  years  in  Salem  and 
Cambridge;  returned  to  Watertown 
about. 1691.  . 

•  John,  born  February  8,  1645/6;  buried 
January  15,  1649/50. 

■  Ephraim,  born  November  20,  1649;  died 


March  7,  1722/3,  in  Sudbury. 

Mary,  born  June  30,  1653;  apparently 
died  young,  as  another  daughter  born 
in  16  73  was  also  named  Mary. 

Sarah,  born  January  17,  1051/5;  married 
-  Guile. 

Rachel,  born  November  23,  1656;  married 
John  Priest,  of  Woburn  and  Lancas¬ 
ter  (Harvard),  Massachusetts;  died 
in  Harvard  May  17,  1737.  She  was 
ancestress  of  the  writer. 

Elizabeth,  born  December  8,  1659;  appar¬ 
ently  died  young,  as  another  daughter 
born  in  1676  was  named  Elizabeth. 

Deborah,  born  about  1662;  married  - 

Brooks. 

John,  again,  born  July  7,  1664. 

Ruth,  born  April  25,  1666. 

Lydia,  born  August  31,  1668;  married 
Caleb  Burbank,  of  Rowley,  January  2, 
1693/4;  had  a  child  Hannah;  died 
March  3,  1697/8,  in  Rowley. 

Daniel,  born  November  5,  1670;  died  Feb¬ 
ruary  13,  1683/4. 

Mary,  again,  born  June  4,  1673. 

Elizabeth,  again,  born  September  26,  1676. 

Ann,  Anna,  or  Hannah;  married  Jona¬ 
than  Jackson  in  Rowley  December  6, 
1681;  had  children  1682-1705. 

Mercy;  married  -  Berrey. 

Samuel  Garfield  (“Samuel  Garfield  Str 

son  of  Edward,”  as  it  is  given  in  the 
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record)  died  November  20,  1684,  in 

Watertown.  In  his  will,  dated  September 
15,  1684,  probated  December  16,  1681,  he 
devised  his  estate  to  his  wife  Mary  and 
sons  Samuel  and  Ephraim;  his  wife  was 
appointed  executor,  and  his  brother  Ben¬ 
jamin  and  friend  Richard  Child  were  ap¬ 
pointed  “overseers.”  The  inventory 
amounted  to  £75-10. 

Mary  Garfield,  the  widow  of  Samuel, 
continued  to  live  in  Watertown  for  an¬ 
other  quarter  century.  Her  children 
John  and  Mercy  are  recorded  as  joining 
the  Watertown  church  April  24,  16S7. 

Two  of  her  daughters  married  - 

Nobles  and  -  Hall.  By  deed  of  April 

20,  1708,  which  was  personally  acknowl¬ 
edged  by  her  at  Watertown  June  11,  170S, 
she  sold  her  “homestall,  containing  one 
mansion  house  and  five  acres  of  land,”  in 
Watertown.  She  then  removed  to  the 
town  of  Lancaster  (the  part  which  was 
later  set  off  as  the  town  of  Harvard), 
Massachusetts,  the  home  of  her  daughter 
Rachel  Priest,  as  in  her  will,  dated  Jan¬ 
uary  4,  1708/9,  she  described  herself  as 
then  a  resident  of  that  town.  She  died  in 
1709,  as  her  will,  which  provided  small 
bequest-  to  a  long  list  of  children  and 
grandchildren,  with  Rachel  Priest  as 
executrix,  was  probated  in  Cambridge 
“January  4,  1709”  (apparently  1710  New 
Style).
